Just out is a rather flat and 
embarrassing admission that 
the grand oki American past- 
time has finally achieved equal 
recognition with the horses as 
a bag-time gambling medium. 
This has been true for years, 
but is never admitted by the 
mealy-mouther directors of the 
business. Last year in this vi- 
cinity the bookma:xe:s handled 


more dough on baseball than 
they did on the horses. 
And now every man, for the 


prité of two-bits, can get the 
latest dope and the most up- 
to-minute form on his favor- 
ites. Baseball finally has its 
own dope sheet, a brand new 
publication called the daily 
baseball form. It is produced 
for the same purpose as the 
horse journals — to allow the 
scientific bettor to pick his nag 
excuse me, I mean team - 
with a finer adherence to past 
performance against certain 
adversaries. It offers all vital 
atatistics necessary to the plac- 
ing of a short two bob on the 
nose of an esteemed pitcher. 

The form sheet gives you the 
technical lowdown on each of 
the day’s starting selections —- 
earned run average, whether he 
can go in the mud pardon 
again, whether he pitches well 
at night — whether he lost his 
Nast. shot out of personal in- 
competence or Was beat by 
poor support.

NEW YORK (/P)—If you ever 
had an idea and ‘tried to turn 
it into money, the story of Dick 
James may interest you. 

He taught a piece of coiled 
wire to walk downstairs. Now 
it makes him an excellent living. 

Jame:, a 3l-year-cld former 
_marine engineer, is the inventor 
‘of “Slinky,” a revolutionary 
new mechanical toy. 

Slinky is nothing but a 78- 
foot piece of high earbon clock- 
spring steel wire, arranged in 
92 coils. He looks like an old- 
fashioned bedspring pres ssed 
flat—-so the coils tcuch. 

But Slinky can do things. A 
child can tale him in his hands 
and play the coils back and 
forth like a silent accordion. 
(Put Slinky on the top of a stair- 
case and flip his top coil over, 
and Slinky will coil and° uncoil 
his way down the stairs like a 
rythmic snake. 

“He changed my whole life,” 
said, James, who has seld 2,500,- 
000. ‘Slinkys and expects to mar- 
ket another 1,000,000 this year. 

Simple as.the gadget is, it 
took James several years of 
hard work to make it a success. 

Back in 1943, he was work- 
ing in a Philadelphia shipyard. 
He began fooling with some 
round elastic wire used to sus- 
pend meters that registered the 
horsepower output of ship ma- 


chinery. 
“The coils of round wire 
~vouldn’t stand up,” he said. “So 


just for run I had the company 
make me up a couple of dozen 
samples of flat wire. 

“Tt wasn’t until the next year 
that I learned I could make the 
coils walk downstairs. My son, 
Torh, and the other kids in the 
neighborhood were fascinated. 

“I gave one coil to a boy in 
bed with the mumps. His par- 
ents said he had had so much

There is actually nothing 
more sinister in a daily break- 
down of baseball performance 
than might be found in the 
game’s own records—except for 
the slight matter’ that the ‘daily 
baseball form's figures are com- 
piled purely for gambling. And 
gambling has always been the 
word you did. not mention in 
the same breath with baseball 


-not since the Black Sox scan- 
dals. 


But the candid admission that 
the lily-white game is now big 
grist for the gambling mills is 
enough to cause shrieking and 
grinding of teeth in the citadels 
of the sport. For this is the 
national religion which forbids 
its players the horse park, in 
holy dread of evil association 
with nasty old gambling. 


I find it hard to wail in hor- 
ror that the game is sullied by 
the sordid paws of the hook- 
makers. It is almost comfort- 
ing to see at least a portion of 
baseball's lofty hypocrisy dis- 
carded. Baseball has always 
been a harsh business, no more 
noble in concept than a horse 
race or a crap game, while be- 
ing touted as fully vital to the 
commonweal as Sunday school. 

Indeed, it is quite a noble 
thing the Marbrooke Publishing 
Co. has done, in providing the 
chronic bettor sufficient sta- 
tistic to enable him to accur- 
ately estimate his chances, 
thereby protecting his bank- 
roll, It brings science to the 
wager, and everybody knows @ 
scientific gambler is happier 
than a hunch-player. 

Of course, there is always 
the chance that when the gam- 
blers move deeper and ‘deeper 
into the game, some underfed 
peon will succumb to tempta- 
tion and take crooked steps to 
protect a gambler’s point- 
spread. This will be lamentable 
but will not necessarily destroy 
the sport.

But James found, then, how 
much resistance there is in the 
world against a new idea. 

“The toy people wanted no 
part of Slinky,” he laughed. 
“Finally, one department ctore 
agreed to let me use one end of 
a counter for an evening if I'd 
demonstrate the toy myself. 

“T brought along 400 coils and 
sold them in an hour and a half. 
That convinced them. They gave 
me an immediate order for 
5,000.” 


James had to borrow money 
to buy the coils from a factory 
that made them to his speci- 
fications. ‘A month later, he 
quit. his. $5,000 -a- year marine 
engineering job. 

“It was a hard gamble,” he 
said. “My father thought I was 
crazy to give up an engineering 
career over a toy.” 

Slinky mushroomed so fast 
that cther companies began 
making the coils, figuring a 
patent application by James 
wouldn’t be granted. 

“But I got the patent,” he 
grinned, “and that irened out 
everything.” 

Now James is manufacturing 
the coils himself and is arrang- 
ing to have them made and sold 
in four foreign countries. 

“T don’t think the toy will ever 
die. out,” he said. “There are 
about 5,000,000 new kids coming 
along every year.” 

James culled over several 
hundred thousand names before 
his wife suggested calling the 
bouneng coil “Slinky.” 

“I was going to name it 
‘Snaky’,” he recalled, “That 
would have been an awfu! mis- 
take.”

BRITAIN FIGHTS FOR 
HER CULTURE 

LONDON (By Airmail)—Im- 
pressive in British socialism, 
and characteristic of the British 
instinct always to keep the 
bridges up between the old and 
the new, is the Socialist govern- 
ment’s attitude toward cultural 
life. Here one finds distin- 
guished attempts to lift and im- 
prove the niveau and preserye 
the best from the past. 

The theater and musical life 
are flourishing. The National 
Arts Council, formed during 
the war and continued since, 
has access to considerable state 
funds, with which the labor gov- 
ernment reportedly is more 
generous than its predecessor. 
The council sends crchestras 
and art exhibitions into the 
provinces, and is empowered to 
remit entertainment taxes on 
commercial theatrical produc- 
tions of high artistic merit that 
might otherwise be unable to 
open or forced to close. 

In addition to the West End 
London theaters currently pre- 
senting more productions than 
Broadway, every provincial city 
of any size has a repertory the- 
ater. Not overlooking the old 
Vic and several others in the 
London environs. And the gcv- 
ernment has just voted the 
council 1,000,000 pounds (four 
million dollars) for the construc- 
tion of a great nationa] theater. 

This is impressive, positively, 
and by contrast, when one con- 
siders that New York—the rich- 
est city in history and the seat 
of the. United Nations—has no 
great arts theater devoted to 
producing and keeping alive the 
greatest dramatic works of our 
civilization, Certainly this is not 
because America i3 lacking in 
dramatic or play-writing talent; 
many of London’s most success- 
ful producticns are works of 
American’ authors. Yet the en- 
tire American theater, except 
for isolated amateur companies 
and summer stock, is confined 
to a small area’ of’ New York 
City, and is wholly commercial. 





Britain also is concerned with 
the fate of the great country 
houses. which, by reascn of in- 
come taxes and death duties, 
ane destined within this genera- 
tion to pets to the state. These 
are under consideration of the 
so-ealled “National Trust.” 

Britain is rich in superb coun- 
try estates—manors and cas stles, 
dating from the fourteenth to 
the eighteenth centuries—many 





with remnants of even earlier 
architecture, and surrounded by 
magnificent parks and world- 
famous gardens,-in themselves 
representing generation; and 
generations of works of art. 
Some 700 of these have been 
adjudged gems of domestic 
architecture and art whose 
owners, since long before the 
labor government, have been 
forced by progressive taxation 
gradually to deplete them of 
pictures, tapestries, carpets and 
furniture, most of which have 
found their way into private or 
public American collections. In 
addition to the 700 first - rate 
examples, there are some 500 
more which the government 
considers worthy to preserve 


and maintain. 


The personal competition of 
the National Trust is singularly 


free from prejudice. Most of 
the members are, themselves, 
great estate owners. But since 


these are the people who know 
and care most about such prop- 
erties, 
sultants on their disposal. The 
probability is—there already are 
precedents, such as Lord Sack- 
ville’s Knole—that in return for 
confiscatory taxation, the own- 
ers and their hein; will be per- 
mitted to continue in residence 
as the mcst appropriate care- 
takers and curators, keeping 
public museums and gardens as 
living properties. 

There is no intention of turn- 
ing these gems into schools, 
convalescent homes or guest 
houses, which would require 
adaptations ruinous to their 
architecture; that fate will be 
reserved for other great houses 
designed to be lived in richly, 
many of them handsome copies 
or adaptations of more precious 
originals. 

There is no spirit of vandal- 
ism in the British and no left- 
wing government is likely ever 
to treat the grace and beauty 
of past times as the Russian 
and Polish Communists treated 
the mancr houses of Western 
Poland. ‘The latter wreaked 
their proletarian vengeance not 
only upon ari3tocrats, but alco 
upon their ancestral homes, 
threw priceless furniture into 
peasant kitchens, hacked up 
parquets, stripped coverings 
from furniture, tore out chan- 
deliers, destroyed parks, neg- 
lected gardens tended for cen- 
turies, and left weed-engulfed 
ruins dolorcusly gaping to wind 
and rain.

Trout Season 
Opens Sunday 


“The streams and lakes are 
well stocked and the general out- 
look is “good” to “excellent” for 
next Sunday’s opening of trout 
season in California. 

So reported the Outing Bureau 
of the Automobile club of South- 
ern California today (Wednesday) 
in releasing its latest pre-season 
survey of State-wide angling con- 
ditions. 

More than 85 streams and lakes 
in Southern California have been 
stocked by the California State 
Bureau of Fisheries, the survey 
finds. 

Weather conditions will have an 
important effect on early season 
prospects. it was emphasized. 

If no appreciable quantities of 
rain or snow appear, the club pre- 
dicts that rod and reel enthusiasts 
will find good results in Butte, Del 
Norte, Los Angeles, Napa, Orange, 
Shasta, and Tehama counties; in 
portions of Inyo, Mono, Riverside, 
San Bernardino, San Diego and 
Siskiyou counties; and in Alman- 
or, Arrowhead, Butte, Crowley. 
Donner and Tahoe lakes. ; 

Recent snows and run-offs are 
likely to result in “poor’ to “fair” 
angling in Fresno, Glenn, Kern 
and Trinity counties; and in por- 
tions of Inyo, Mono and Siskiyou 
counties, the club predicted. 

Lack of water in streams and 
lakes indicate “poor” fishing cqn- 
ditions will be found in Merced, 
San Luis Obispo, Santa Clara and 
Ventura counties; and in portions 
of Monterey and Riverside coun- 
ties. 

The club survey showed that all 
of the lower waters in the Inyo- 
Mono area will be open on May 1; 
that Crowley lake is clear of ice, 
and that the entire Owens river 
from Crowley to the head of the 
river is ready for trout fishing on 
opening day. 

June, Gull, Silver, Grant, Con- 
vict and Topaz lakes are now free 
of ice and will be ready for ang- 
lers on opening day. 

Bag and possession limit this 
year ig 15 trout, salmon, or Roc- 
ky mountain whitefish, or any 
combination of the three species, 
the club pointed out. Weight lim- 
it is 10 pounds and one fish, ex- 
cept that a minimum of three fish 
may be possessed, regardless of 
weight.
